Problems posed by state-mandated submittal 
by cities of seismic safety plans for rehabilitation 
of iinrcinfoiccd ma.sonry (URM) buildings, with a 
deadline now only a little more than four months 
away, were pondered by the City Council on Aug. 
15 at an adjourned meeting. 

Some 50 downtown buildings, which range 
from large single, free-standing URM structures 
to multi-structures with common URM walls, built 
before 1933 and located on both sides of Baldwin 
Ave., Kersting Court and both sides of Sierra Madre 
Blvd. as far west as Lima, are currently on the 
city’s list; some, however, may prove to have been 

sufficiently rehabilitated at some time in the 
past. 

The city must submit a list of the buildings 
needing rehabilitation and a plan for accomplishing 
the needed work to the state by Jan. 1, 1990. 
Only four building owners have conducted seismic 
tests and evaluation to date. Three are in plan 


check and one on N. Baldwin is being rebuilt after 
being demolished. 

An additional building was extensively repaired 
after the October, 1987, quake, but reinforcement 
was not required in effecting the repairs. URM 
work needed on this and the remainder of the listed 
buildings will probably range from relatively minor 
work to complete demolition. 

City Building Inspector Steve Pock has recom¬ 
mended three ordinahces for council consideration 
which spell out various measures that must be 
taken and penalties for not meeting deadlines 
for accomplishing the work. 

Councilman Roy Buchan stated that he thought 
Los Angeles Chapter 88 is a good ordinance 
on which to base the city’s requirements, even though 
it does not address single-story buildings. 

The council discussed various possible ap¬ 
proaches, ranging from a city-provided seismic

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With last week’s mem¬ 
bers of Sierra Madre 
Parents for a Better Edu¬ 
cation (SMPBE) finding 
fault with the decision 
by the Pasadena Unified 
School Board to appro¬ 
priate about $35,000 to 
fight secession of Sierra 
Madre students from the 
school, members of the 
opposing side stated their 
reasons for supporting 
the Pasadena School Dis¬ 
trict. 

“Philosophy is im¬ 
portant. Pete and I feel 
our children have learned 
and we don’t feel they’re 
at risk in the'Pasadena 
Schools,” said Bonnie 
Hidas, Sierra Madre resi¬ 
dent whose children at¬ 
tend PUSD. They have a 
daughter, Laura, who is 
in seventh grade at Wil¬ 
son and a son. Dean, a 
fourth grader at Sierra 
Madre School. 

“We as professionals 
(Peter Hidas is a CPA 
and Bonnie Hidas is a 
former elementary school 
teacher) have high expec¬ 
tations for our children 
and feel their educa¬ 
tion needs have been 


met. We also feel 
that as responsible mem¬ 
bers of society it is 
important to value all 
members of the com¬ 
munity,” she stated. 

The word “racism” 
has been floating bet¬ 
ween the two camps be¬ 
cause of the high per¬ 
centage of blacks in Pasa¬ 
dena and the high per¬ 
centage of Asians in the 
Arcadia schools. Mem¬ 
bers of SMPBE are 
urging joining the Arca¬ 
dia Schools. 

“We offer help and 
encouragement to the 
school system, not rejec¬ 
tion. I feel that mem¬ 
bers of SMPBE seek 
change rather than a 
solution and improve¬ 
ment. I wish their 
energy and intent had 
been to boost the Pasa¬ 
dena School System,” 
Hidas concluded. 

Judy Webb-Martin, 
who is also opposed to 
secession, said, “1 hate 
any division in the town. 
It’s upsetting. There are 
hurt feelings, untruths. 
No matter what happens.

Sierra Madre City Councilpersons Tuesday 
evening did not agree whether an appoi nted 
commissioner should be a resident of the community, 
a property owner, business owner or a combination. 
The current code is silent on the subject and deals 
with service, removal, absence and organization 
only. 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler said she believes 
that a commissioner should be a property owner 
who has a business and “is in the town approxi¬ 
mately 40 hours a week.” 

Councilman Clem Bariolai believes that a home 
property owner has a vested interest in the com¬ 
munity and he said, “If I had my ‘druthers,’ 
I’d like to see commissioners be resident property 
owners.” 

Councilman Roy Buchan agreed with Bartolai 
and held a hard line to allowing anyone not a 
home property owner to become a commissioner. 

Mayor Bruce Crow stated that although Don 
Murphy does not live in Sierra Madre, he owns 
business property and cariies on his business in town; 
therefore, he should be able to become a member 
of the Cultural Heritage Commission. 

The group decided to accept Murphy’s appoint- 


at 


ment and at a later date set ownership standards 
for commissioners. 

The Police Department will be under scrutiny 
a study session Thursday, Sept. 14 from 6 to 
7 p.m. 

Mayor Crow also introduced the possibility 
of paramedics in Sierra Madre to replace our 
Emergency Medical Technicians with Defibrillation 
status. 

City Administrator Jim McRea will put together 
a plan by the next council meeting. Sept. 12, to 
outline an “insurance” policy for everyone in the city 
to pay with the water bill, perhaps, and to come 
up with a cost for those who use the ambulance 
service.

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Small business 
would suffer 

Many small business that would be 
covered by a mandated health care bill 
pending in the State Legislature do not 
produce enough profit to pay for the re¬ 
quired insurance policies, according to 
a recent survey by the National Federa¬ 
tion of Independent Business. 

The nationwide NFIB survey, con¬ 
ducted in May among 5396 members, 
found that the median net income of 
small-business owners who do not offer 
health insurance was only $20,000 last 
year — a third less than the $30,000 
national median income for a family of 
four. 

“This proves what we have been 
telling the legislature for years, that the 
little guy in business today really can’t 
afford these expensive mandated pro¬ 
grams,’’ said Martyn Hopper, director 
of NFIB/California — the largest small 
business organization in the state. 

Hopper planned to testify against 
the bill, AB 350, at a scheduled Aug. 21 
hearing before the Senate Appropriations 
Committee. AB 350, which was intro¬ 
duced earlier this year by Assembly 
Speaker Willie Brown, and would require 
businesses with five or more fulltime 
employees to provide health insurance 
for its workers and pay at least 75 per¬ 
cent of the premiums. Because the aver¬ 
age NFIB/California member employs 
eight fulltime workers, many of its 53,000 
members would be affected by AB 350, 
Hopper noted. 

The survey found that the vast 
majority (65 percent) of NFIB members 
in California already provide health 
coverage to some or all employees. 
“This primarily represents the group 
who can afford health care benefits,’’ 
said Hopper, noting that nationally, the 
medium annual income for NBIB mem¬ 
bers offering health insurance is 
about $40,000. 

But, among the 35 percent who 
don’t offer health coverage, 75 percent 
indicated that the premiums were too 
high and half said theiH^usinesses didn’t 
make enough money.

What crime had I 
committed that I was 
denied my passport to 
spare time delight? Yes, 
I do have Newport and 
Big Bear Library Cards, 
but they are not my home 
port. 

My crime was when 
I filled out the new 
forms for the collection 
company now employed 
by the library, I had put 
my husband’s name as a

I am 
sure she will never bother 
to enter the library again.

Thursday’s meeting by the commission that it be 
left without action. 

During the public comment at the meeting’s 
end.

Auburn Ave., came before the commission requesting 
a conditional use permit and a variance for side 
street parking in order to construct a second dwelling 
on the R-3 property. The applicants explained the 
reason for their request was to enable them to keep 
the existing house which had historic value. The 
new dwelling would complement the old, and the 
use permit and variance were granted on the condi¬ 
tion that the first house would be restored as 
indicated by the applicants.

MAIN STREET

Remember when you were starting out life 
as a youngster? Mom and dad were always 
after you to not do this and not do that. 
When you asked why, they replied, “Because 
it embarrasses me when you do that.” 

In my line of work there are always lots of 
opportunities to be embarrassed. Hey, that 
goes with the territory. Like, when you go be¬ 
fore the City Council to negotiate a new im¬ 
provement or request funding for one thing or 
another. Say, for instance, we begin serious 
discussion of the Design Review Committee’s 
design review guidelines with the City Council 
and the question of “voluntary” compliance 
versus “mandatory” is raised. 

Most people in these parts are not really 
into governmental control. Most business people 
1 talk with cherish that fading term independent 
businessman. Anyway. The debate begins. Main 
Street is supportive of a firm, but voluntary 
approach to compliance. 

Then there it is, the embarrassing question. 
“Ron. Have you seen the new sign they put 
up at XYZ business? The sign’s okay but did 


you know it was put up without a city permit?” 
Another Malox moment. 

1 detest the phrase “ignorance of the 
law is no excuse,” but it’s one way I know 
to express support for the concept that people 
in general, and the business community spe¬ 
cifically, have to assume responsibility for 
their actions. 

Granted, some . . . note, I said “some” . . . 
sign building companies are not very profes¬ 
sional. As a matter of fact, some appear only 
to be in their trade for the bucks. They don’t 
live here so they don’t care what a sign looks 
like, whether it’s legal or what kind of problems 
it creates for the customer. They stretch the truth, 
exaggerate about quality and feed back what 
they know will get a signature on that con¬ 
tract. Businesses, beware! 

Main Street’s Design Review Committee is 
attempting to make a positive impact on the 
quality of signs downtown. A DRC finding 
is required by the building department before 
they will issue a sign permit. This (the review 
process) is one of those voluntary compliance 
things 1 mentioned earlier. To date, the DRC 
is “winning some and losing more.” Since 
design is a subjective issue, my last comment 
is open to debate. 

Back to that imaginary discussion about 
the sign without a permit. I’d say, “No, 
I wasn’t aware the sign went up without permit 
and while that situation doesn’t support my 
voluntary compliance position I believe the 
overwhelming majority of the business com¬ 
munity are law abiding.” 

In our continuing fight against “ignorance” 
let it be known that commercial signs, ad¬ 
vertising signs, awnings, marquee signs, name¬ 
plates are included in the Sierra Madre Sign 
Ordinance . . . they require a permit. Enough 
said!

closet and bathroom were quickly passed for 
Jeffrey and Kathryn Cowen at 623 Woodland. The 
same was true of a request for a front yard variance 
by Ed Skomsvold in order to construct a deck 
at 757 Skyland Avenue. Commissioner Hutchin¬ 
son asked that a condition be added to the 
motion to accept that the underpart of the 
suspended deck be either screening or landscaped 
as it was clearly visible from Skyland Ave. Motion 
was passed with said condition. 

David Haugen at 264 San Gabriel Ct. came be¬ 
fore the commission to request lot coverage, parking 
space, rear yard and second story variances 
for the R-2 property. The applicant stated that 
the dwelling had at one time been a single family 
dwelling but was later divided and added upon. His 
intent was to restore it to a single family dwelling and 
to add a garage and rental at the rear. Both Com¬ 
missioners Watter and Salisbury were concerned with 
the number of variances requested despite the appli¬ 
cants desire to “minimize the impact.” However, 
Commissioner Hutchinson stated that this 
was the “finest presentation for this street” that 
he had seen and that he thought it was “much better 
than the other monstrosities that could be built here 
as was done in other instances on this street.” After 
further discussion and explanation by the applicant, 
the motion was passed to approve the variances with 
minor changes suggested by the commission and 
agreed upon by the applicant. 

A conditional use permit to use the property 
at 185-187 E. Sierra Madre Blvd. as office space 
was granted to Jeffrey Doney. He explained that his 
business was all out of town and that most of the time 
the six employees were “out in the field with no 
foot traffic in our offices.” Parking was found to 
be adequate and awaits Planning Dept, recom¬ 
mendations. 

Ed Clare Jr. requested a side yard variance for 
a spa and mini pool for therapeutic reasons, as 
well as a fence height variance to enclose the area due 
to the hazard of misuse of the special equipment at 
400 W. Carter Ave. Discussion ensued about exactly 
what type of equipment would be used and how it 
was to be housed, with agrement being reached 
betweenthe commission and applicant over the 
location and enclosure as well as setback from the 
sideyard. The variance was approved. 

The contractor working on the project represented 
John and Lidia Trypucko at 197 Rancho Rd. for 
a side yard variance to construct a second story 
additon. The contractor explained that the house 
would be reconstructed, but that they wanted to keep 
the original footprint of the existing house, keeping 
a large brick wall. Commissioner Hutchinson 
objected by saying, “You’re taking a big house and 
making it bigger. I don’t see the hardship that 
requires you to request an 8 foot setback as opposed 
to 20 feet. If you were keeping the old house without 
so much renovation, it might be possible. I just don’t 
see that.” 

Commissioner Watter commented that “when 
you already have 37,000 sq. ft. of land, it’s hard for 
us to sec the need to grant that variance. We 
don't grant variances merely for convenience.” 
Motioa was passed to disapprove the variance.

People in Sierra Madre are asking, “Now that 
the school secession petition has been completed, 
what happens now?” 

The News called the Los Angeles County Office 
of Education and asked Matthew Spies, administra¬ 
tive analyst, to outline the next steps in the 
secession process. 

He announced that the completed petition will 
be presented to the County Committee of the 
School District Organization in Downey, Wednesday, 
Sept. 6, 9:30 a.m. at 9300 Imperial Highway. The 
public is invited to attend the meeting. 

It has been verified by now that there are suffi¬ 
cient signatures on the petition. 

On that day the county will recognize that there 
is a valid petition. 

“Based on that, the committee will schedule 
hearings in the affected sections of the school dis¬ 
tricts, Pasadena and Arcadia. There will be at least 


one hearing in each area this fall within 30 days 
after the Sept. 6 meeting,” Spies (prounounced 
Speez) said. 

He added that depending on community in¬ 
volvement that procedure in 30 days may take two 
nights of hearings instead of the usual one. 

He reiterated that the county committee makes 
recommendations only to the state board. The board 
makes final decisions. 

“The only time the county committee makes a 
final decision in the transfer of territory is in the 
case that both governing bodies agree that secession 
should happen. If one or more boards are not in 
favor of the secession, the county commission 
recommends approval or denial, then the case goes

to the State Board of Education,” Spies said. 

The state board will hold a hearing somewhere 
in the state to make the final decision. Spies said 
it could be here or in Sacramento or anywhere else 
in the state. 

If the state denies the issue, it is dead. 

They might, however, modify the county’s deci¬ 
sion, or they could approve the recommendation 
as it is forwarded to them by the county commission. 
If the state approves, an area of election will be 
selected. The election is called, the people vote, 
and if the measure passes, the territory will be 
changed. 

Within about 120 to 160 days after the action 
to approve, the county calls for election. 

Spies said, ‘‘Let’s assume that all steps have 
been completed as of today. The territory would be 
changed as of July 1, 1990. Of course, that’s im¬ 
possible. If all the steps happen in the next calendar 
year, if it is about June, 1990 and if that includes 
election and approval, we’re looking at July 1, 1991 
for the action to be completed. Only certain election 
dates are possible, of course. If election takes place 
in odd years, it would have to be in November, 
March or June. If the election takes place in even 
years, it would be November, April or June.” 

Spies was asked if there is a great deal of 
lobbying on both sides of this issue and he said, 
yes, there was. 

‘‘Sometimes it’s just a formality. In others a 
secession becomes political and controversial. I 
believe yours is the latter,” he answered.

Elderly and disabled 
California homeowners 
and renters have just 
two more weeks to file 
for their annual home- 
owner or renter assist¬ 
ance with the state 
Franchise Tax Board. 

To qualify, claimants 
must be at least 62 years 
old, blind or disabled 
as of Dec. 31, 1988 and 
have $13,200 or less in 
total household income 
in 1988. The final filing 
date is Aug. 31, 1989. 

Homeownes can receive 
from 4 percent to 
96 percent of the pro¬ 
perty tax they paid 
based on the first 
$34,000 assessed value 
of their home. Renters 
can receive assistance 
ranging from $10 to $240. 
The amount that claim¬ 
ants receive is based 
upon their income. 

This year an estimated 
177,000 renters and 
46,000 homeowners 
throughout California 
will receive nearly $23 
million through this pro¬ 
gram, averaging $89 per 
homeowner and $106 per 
renter. 

Over 650 volunteer tax 
assistance sites have been 
established throughout 
the state to explain quali¬ 
fying requirements and 
to help with the pre¬ 
paration of claim forms.

Homeowners/Residents want 
to monitor regulations 


CRA entertains helping retailers 


The Sierra Madre Homeowners Association 
which has taken upon itself the mission of moni¬ 
toring zoning regulations and city code enforcement, 
has now added obstruction or corner vision to 
its lengthy list of concerns. 

In a letter to council members dated Aug. 8, 
the association stated that “the corner vision code 
No. 9759 is for the safety and health of the citi¬ 
zens of Sierra Madre and all the people driving 
here.” 

The letter continued, “We assume that once 
violations have been determined, enforcement of the 
code will begin immediately.” 

Current code requirements specify that corners 
be cleared of all trees, walls, fences, hedges, shrubs 
and other visual obstructions to no higher than 42 
inches above the established grade, to a distance of 
15 feet from the corner on the street sides and back 
to a line intersecting these two points to form a 
triangle. 

The association suggested following the pro¬ 
cedures used for weed abatement: notification, 
deadline for abatement, city abatement if the dead¬ 
line is not met and costs of the city charged to 
the owner. 

The letter asked that a progress report be made

public, although it did not specify a time frame. 

The association had circulated a flyer to its 
members concerning “problem” corners which they 
felt had obstructed vision and submitted a list of 20 
different street corners with such obstructions 
caused by trees, shrubs, vines, etc. The letter stated 
that the list would “provide a beginning of investi¬ 
gation.” 

They concluded their letter with the statement 
that “It only takes one unnecessary accident to 
make delay a heavy price to pay. Enforcement is . . . 
part of the code book. By adhering to the existing 
code ... a better and safer place will exist for the 
citizens.” 

At Tuesday night’s council meeting City Admin¬ 
istrator Jim McRea noted that “the concern of 
corner clearance has been reviewed with the Public 
Works and Police Departments and the Code En¬ 
forcement Officer. No formal program currently 
exists,” he said. 

He stated that the Police Department for¬ 
wards “Notice of Work” forms for intersections 
on an “as noticed basis.” 

“A quick check by Police Cadets indicates that 
almost every intersection has at least one corner which 
could be improved,” he stated. 

The public works supervisor coordinates Police 
Department notices, as well as others obtained from 
staff or community, according to McRea. 

He stated that the recommendations of the 
Homeowners Association would form the nucleus of 
an increased program of corner clearance and a 
monthly status report would be presented at the se¬ 
cond council meeting to indicate progress. 

At Tuesday night’s council meeting, the question 
of conflict between the proposed Tree Preservation 
Ordinance and removal of trees to accommodate 
corner vision was raised as City Administrator Jim 
McRea stated that two cypress, one with “a truck of 
significant diameter” had to be removed to provide 
vision for the newly installed stop sign at Lima and 
Grandview. 

He stated that the Public Works Department 
“had looked for ways to preserve the trees, but 
it couldn’t be done.”

The council decided to send notices to owners 
in different quadrants of the city, and, at the urging 
of Mayor Bruce Crow, start immediately to clear 
those intersections which belong to the city.

City Council members, acting as CRA directors, 
Tuesday evening discussed investigating assisting in 
some way various business owners/property owners 
in downtown Sierra Madre to expand. 

City Administrator and CRA Secretary Jim 
McRea suggested hiring a consultant to work with 
the property owners to find the best use of any 
possible money to be loaned or grants to be given 
for that purpose. 

Mayor Pro Tern and CRA Director George 
Maurer said, “We have information from con¬ 
sultants we have already hired to increase the tax 
increment. 1 know of property owners (on the south¬ 
east corner of Sierra Madre and Baldwin) who have 
already indicated they’re ready to put in heavy 
bucks. Let’s invest money where we’ll get return.” 

McRea talked about the parking lot at Auburn 
and Sierra Madre Blvd., an area of 80 x 100 feet. 
“It is a very strategic corner. The CRA may take 
definitive action here. This property is part of an 
estate. If we don’t resolve to do something with it 
in September, it will go someplace (be rented or 
purchased). We would have to relocate existing 
businesses. We could put the three car places 
(Youngs, George’s Auto Electric and Norm’s Garage) 

on Montecito.” 

Councilman and CRA Director Roy Buchan 
said, “If possible we should try to pick up the 
whole thing so we could control what goes in there. 

McRea also introduced 1 Kersting Court which 
still is not rented. 

“CRA could be the master leaseholder. Rather 
than an individual merchant, the CRA could ob¬ 
tain a master lease and discount to the type of 
business, such as retail . . . There are three major 
expenses there: internal, fixtures and inventory. The 

capital investment would be tied up in inventory . . . 
If we want retail sales, we should be willing to 
subsidize ... I’d rather subsidize improvements 
rather than rent.”

“Preservation of the village atmosphere of Sierra 
Madre” has become one of the many controversial 
questions on which concerned citizens are asking the 
Planning Commission and City Council to estab¬ 
lish rules, regulations and guidelines. 

Opinions, however, differ considerably on not 
only what the rules, regulations and guidelines 
should be, but the definition of what the atmos¬ 
phere should be that we want to preserve. 

They range all the way from “neighborhood 
compatibility,” to “diversity and expression of indi¬ 
viduality and creativity;” from establishment of a 
Design Review Committee and neighborhood “in¬ 
put” on proposed plans, to retention of the indi¬ 
vidual’s right to choose for himself the design he 
feels would best fit his needs and aspirations. 

Bill Chilton, chairman of the General Plan Ad 
Hoc Committee, feels a Design Review Committee is 
a good idea, but that its authority should be limited. 
He feels that the current character of neighborhoods 
should be kept, but that builders should not be 
told what they can or cannot design. 

He is primarily concerned with limiting the 
rash of “humungus” houses that have been springing 
up throughout the town, dwarfing neighbors. He 
would like to see limits on house and square 
footage size rather than lot size. 

At a recent joint meeting of the Planning 
Commission and Ad Hoc Committee, the commission 
elected to recommend limit on lot size rather than 
house and square footage size on a number of large 
parcels currently under moratorium. Chilton feels 
the reverse would have been a better approach to 
the current problem. 

Elaine Rudolph, former mayor, is opposed to 
establishment of a Design Review Committee and 
rigid regulations on architectural design. She feels 
this would stifle design creativity, “a treasured 
tradition” in Sierra Madre. 

“Part of the charm of Sierra Madre is that every 
fourth house is not the same,” she said. 

An example of this diversity would be two of 
our “historical treasures” — the Pinney House and 
the Richardson House. Size, shape and style could 
not be much more diverse, but both are cherished 
for their individuality today. 

She feels, like Chilton, that the codes need to 
be toughened regarding allowing only a certain 
percentage of a lot for structure and retaining a 
certain minimum of open or green space, but that 
the shape, color and manner of the house should be 
left to the property owner. 

Lee Cline, a member of the Homeowners/ 
Residents Association, stated that the association 
had not yet discussed the problem, but undoubtedly 


would be taking a stand as it comes before the 
Planning Commission and council. 

He feels that there is a general ground swell 
of opinion in Sierra Madre and surrounding areas 
in favor of requiring more compatibility. He pointed 
to a recent Los Angeles Times article about large 
homes dwarfing surrounding homes. 

He personally favors giving neighbors an oppor¬ 
tunity to review proposed plans before acceptance, 
but does not feel that “extremes” such as color, 
materials, etc., should be dictated. 

He is adamant about keeping a height limit 
of 30 feet, which was adopted some two years 
in the past, and retaining the new sideyard setback 
requirements of 10 percent of the lot width, with a 
minimum of five feet and maximum of 10 feet. 

He reiterated the statement of “preserving the 
village atmosphere.” 

Fred Crocket, a local developer, stated that he 
would be opposed to rigid architectural review and 
control. 

He noted that almost everything he has built or 
remodeled has been controversial up to the time it 
was completed and then has blended into the com¬ 
munity and become accepted and even admired. 

His Victorian house on Grandview was the 
subject of considerable criticism, he noted, but now 
is included in the Historical Society’s tours. 

The historic Ocean View house on Montecito, 
which he moved and rehabilitated, and the house 
on Carter in which he and his wife Cathy live, 
were both the subject of controversy. Both became 
the recipients of the Beatification Committee’s Wis¬ 
taria Award. 

He pointed out the Sierra Madre now has a 
mixture of Spanish, Colonial, Victorian, Ranch 
House and oilier sytles of architecture. 

“We have tried to be conscientious, do a good 
I don’t want to dictate theirs.” 

Patricia Hofer of the Main Street Design 
Committee, at the Tuesday night City Council 
meeting, stated that the committee had presented its 
draft recommendations and asked that input from 
the council be expedited so that the committee 
could move forward on its final recommendations. 

City Administrator Jim McRea stated that the 
City Attorney is in the process of drafting a design 
review ordinance which could be applied to residential 
as well as downtown properties. 

Mayor Bruce Crow requested information on 
how the ordinance might be used, by the Com¬ 
munity Redevelopment Agency or as general city¬ 
wide guidelines. 

Incorporation of the committee’s recommenda¬ 
tions into the sign ordinance was discussed, but not 
resolved.

engineer to gifts or loans from Community De¬ 
velopment Block Grant (CDBG) and Community 
Redevelopment Agency (CRA) funds to assist owners 
in both evaluation and rehabilitation, or one of 
the two. 

Mayor Pro Tern George Maurer pointed out 
that a better price could be obtained for each owner 
if one engineer conducted the evaluations “instead 
of 15 or 16 different ones.” He said he thought 
this would be a good place to use the $54,000 
available in CDBG monies. 

Councilman Clem Bartolai said he felt that if 
the city participated in the cost it should realize 
some benefit. For example, the city could specify 
that the building be used for retail business if the 
city provided financial help. 

City Administrator Jim McRea stated that the 
city could elect to spend CRA money only for 
reconstruction work which would result in apprecia¬ 
tion in the value of the new buildings and 
increased tax increment returns to the CRA. 

Mayor Bruce Crow stated that his main worries 
were cost of both evaluations and rehabilitation 
and the city’s liability if it says a building is 
safe and the URM problems are mitigated and then 
the building later collapses in an earthquake. 

He asked what happens when a building is 
placed on a URM list; whether that would be made 
available to real estate and loan agencies, and how 
a building got removed from the list once it had 
mitigated its problems. He wondered if this would 
be sufficient motivation to encourage compliance. 


McRea stated that this and the question of city 
liability would have to be investigated, but the 
city would be submitting updated lists on an annual 
basis and rehabilitated buildings would be removed 
from updated lists. 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler did not attend the 
meeting. 

Note: The state-mandated URM mitigation 
measures are not intended to guarantee that the 
building will not collapse during an earthquake. 
They are intended only to “buy” enough time 
(three to four minutes) to be evacuated before 
major damage or collapse occurs.
